Group I, claim(s) 1-19, 21, and 22, drawn to a first product, a chimaeric virus particle derived 
from a plant virus having a coat protein with a beta barrel structure and modified by an insertion 
of an immunologically active peptide of a tumor-associated mucin in the coat protein, and a 
vaccine comprising said chimaeric virus particle; and a first method, for producing said 
chimaeric virus particle. 

Group II, claim(s) 20, drawn to a second method, of eliciting in an animal an immune response, 
comprising the administration of an immunogenic complex. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT

features for the following reasons: The chimaeric virus particle of Group I is not shared with the 
method of eliciting an immune response of Group 11.
